PARLIAMENT OPENED. 
The Second Session of the Eighth 
Parliament of Canada Duly 
Opened on Thursday, . 

March 25th.

The following are the more import- 
ant matters referred to in the speech 
from the throne at the opening ot Par- 
liament on Thursday afternoon, March 
25th :-— : 

„A measure will be submitted to you 
for the revision of the tariff, which, it 
is telieved, will provide the necessary 
revenue and while having due regard 
to industrial interests, will make our 
fiscal system more satisfactury to the 
masses of the people. ; 

You will be asked to give your sup- 
port to a bill abolishing the present 
expensive and unsatisfactory franchise 
act and adopting for the election of 
members of the House of Commons the 
franchises of the several provinces. 

My government has determined that 
the advantages to accrue, both to our 
western producers and the business 
interests of the whole Dominion from 
the completion of works for the en- 
largement of the St. Lawrence canals 
should no longer be deferred and has, 
subject to the approval of Parliament, 
taken the initial steps for a vigorous 
prosecution of these works, and for 
the perfecting of the canal system by 
| the close of the year 1898. 

I have much satisfaction in inform- 
ing you that arrangements have been 
concluded, which, if you approve, will 
enable the Intercolonial system to 
reach Montree] and thus share in the 
large traffic. The advantages which 
will flow from this extension of that 
railway are apparent, and I have no 
doubt you will gladly approve of tha 
proposal. 

Appreciating the difficulties eneount 
ered by our farmers in placing their 
perishable food products on the English 
markets in good condition, my govern: 
ment hus arranged a complete system 
of cold storage aggommodation at 
Creameries and on railways, at ports 
and on steamers, by which these pro- 
ducts can be preserved at the desired 
temperature during the whole journey 
from the point of production to Great 
Britain. The contract made for this 
purpose will be laid before you. 

It is desirable that the minds of the 
people of Canada should be clearly 
ascertained on the subject of prohibi- 
tion, and a measure enabling the elec 
tors to vote on this question will be 
submitted for ycur approval.

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PEOPLE BURIED ALIVE? 

After Twenty-Four Heurs There Never Can 
be Auy Beoubt as te the Question of 
Death. 

The New York Herald of a recent 
issue devotes an entire page to a spe- 
cially cabled discussion by eminent 
Paris and London specialists of the 
question “Are people buried alive?” Sir 
Henry Thompson, the foremost advocate 
of cremation in England, says: Occa- 
sionally such a thing may have occur- 
red, but very seldom, and no doubt it 
happened, it is possible, in England. be- 
cause the person who certifies to the 
death is not required to verify it. If 
the law of the land made it compulsory 
for an examination to be made, say 24 
or 36 hours after death, premature bur- 
ial could not possibly take place, be- 
cause, after 24 hours, there never can 
be any doubt as to the question of death. 

“I am of the opinion that it is much 
easier for a case of premature burial 
to take place in England than in France. 
In the latter country the legal formali- 
ties are much more strictly adhered to. 
Every case of death is visited by a 
proper functionary, summoned for that 
purpose, He is compelled to see that 
the body is uncovered in all its aspects 
for the purpose of ascertaining the iden- 
tity of the individual. And this system, 


it may not be out of place to remark, 
is similar to one in use by the Crema- 
ngland.

With both eyes 
bandaged she lay for weeks waiting 
for the day whea she could once more 
see the sunlight. Weeks and months 
rolled around, and then one day the 
physician in charge informed her as 
gently as he could that for some un- 
known cause the operation had been 
a failure, and that if she would save 
the sight of the left eye the right 
one would have to be taken out. The 
shock of this awful news was terrible, 
but with the fortitude of a Christian 
she bore it, and submitted to the sec- 
ond operation. After the inucleation 
she left her bed with the consolation 
that at least one eye had been left 
to her, and she was resigned to her 
fate. 

But the end was not yet. 

Scarcely three months had passed 
when the same sinister shadow came 
creeping over the left eye, and ere 
many days the curtain of endless night 
fell upon the unfortunate woman. Age 
had added its outer afflictions, 
trembling gait, the feeble strength. but 
could not weaken the indomitable cour- 
age. As before stated, she traveled 
extensively, and consulted the wise men 
of the four corners of the globe. She 
bore with the stoicism of a Spartan 
the endless tortures which science has 
devised to bring relief to the afflicted. 
Until last October her wanderings 
were in vain, and then she went to 
Cincinnati to consult a famous occu- 
list. With minute and critical care he 
examined the eye, and found a fearful 
condition present, and, added to this 
the advanced years of the patient. The 
complications existing were such as to 
render the case almost hopeless, and 
would have deterred a bolder hand. In 
addition to a classical senile cataract 
there was a puscharged lachrymose or 
tear sac. To removꝰ the cataract meant 
that the pus contained in the sac would 
discharge itself into the eye, inflame 
it, and create such disturbances as 
might only be guessed at. 

ith the diagnosis and the course 
of action 3 outlined the physician 
finally told Mrs. McDonadl that, while 
her case was a desperate one, had 
one chance in a thousand if she would 
agree to submit to two, if not three, 
operations. i 

With everything to gain and not h- 
ing to lose—with the same courage that 
had sustained her in so many trials— 
she consented. Placed in the special- 
ist’s own private hospital, with every 
attention given that such an estab- 
lishment can command, Mrs. McDon- 
ald on October 14 submitted to the 
first operation, the enucleation of the 
tear sac. This operation, performed 
while the patient was under the in- 
fluence of ether, consisted of an inci- 
sion being made at the extreme end 
of the eye alongside of the nose, ofien- 
ing of the tear sac, removing the 5 
and completely exterminating or di- 
secti the sac. The operation, aside 
from its delicacy, was accompanied by 
the loss of much blood, wherein lay

POLICEMEN IN JAPAN.

They Club only Every tber Day and Are 
Generally E@ictent. 

Japanese policemen are for the most 
part recruited from old samuria class, 
and, as might be expected from the 
sons of men who carried loyalty and de- 
votion to or beyond the point of ab- 
surdity, most of them are courageous 
and incorruptible. They are intelli- 
gent and well-disciplined as well, and 
do an enormbus amount of work for 
salaries, that, according to Western 
A Tokyo 
policeman is om duty only every other 
day, but his working day is 24 hours 
long. For eight of these be stands in 
front of one of the little sentry boxes, 
of which there are 338 scattered through 
the city. The next eight hours he 
spends in patrolling an assigned dis- 
trict, in search of material for reports 
to his superiors on all sort of political 
and social topics. remaining eight 

urs sitting or lying on a 
bench in bis little box, ready to re- 
spond to any call for his services that 
may be made. a : 

On his day off“ the police officer has 
nothing to except to fill out census 
blanks, serve summonses and attend 
such of his 42 regular duties as he may 
not have been able to perform the day 
before. These duties include inspection 
of streets, sewers and cemeteries, cens- 
orship of newspapers, preventing the 
sale of unwholesome meat, vegetables 
and milk, and careful oversight of sal- 
oons, pawnshops, markets, festivals, 
funerals and foreigners. The police- 
man’s authority is highly respected. He 
rarely has any difficulty in making ar- 
rests, and he often decides minor cases 
and sejtles petty disputes by holding 
a little Court of his own in the open 
streets. On such occasions the sur- 
rounding crowd shows no disposition to 
banter him, and witnesses are examin- 
ed and a decision rendered with perfect 
gravity.

A SAVAGE DUEL. 


Baron Wangenheim's Meeting With Lieut- 
Uxkull in Stuttgart. 

Chancellor Prince Hobenlobe told the 
Reichstag a few weeks ago that the 
higher officials in Germany were do- 
ing everything in their power to check 
duelling in the empire. The last duel 
reported in the German newspapers in- 
dicated that the Chancellor made a mis- 
take in his statements regarding high- 
er official opinion. 

The duel in question was between 
First Lieut. vom Uxkull and Baron 
Wangenheim, Secretary of the Prus- 
sian Legation in Stuttgart.

It is hard to see 
how in one affair of honor it would be 
possible to compromise more men who 
are not only in the first rank of offi- 
cial life, but also near the court and 
throne, unless Cabinet Ministers were 
to fight corps commanders.

SUGGESTIONS TO HOUSEKEEPERS. 


A correspondent of an exchange says 
she had tomatoes for dinner on Christ- 
mas that were as nice as those fresh 
from the vines, and which were pre- 
| pared in this manner: “Peel large, 
ripe, smooth tomatoes. Place in jars 
with plenty of salt and weight them 
under the brine which will form. When 
[wanted take out and rinse well, then 
soak several hours in cold water. The 
are then ready to slice and eat with 
sugar, pepper, salt and vinegar.” To- 
matoes thus prepared may be relished 
in midwinter, but we take the state- 
ment that they are as good as those 
fresh from the vines with a modicum of 
the salt with which these were pickled. 
The sweet bay leaf imparts a most 
pleasant and agreeable flavor to rice 
and other puddings. The leaves of the 
‘common syringa taste like cucumbers 
and may be used for that vegetable in 
,salads. The young leaves of gooseber- 
ries put up with the bottled fruit give 
‘a fresher flavor to it; while o 
citron and lemon leaves, boiled in the 
milk to be used for rice or custard pud- 
dings, impart what connoisseurs call “a 
bouquet.” 

Quince seeds, boiled with grape jelly, 
tend to make it set“ more surely. The 
finest jelly of any class is made by boil- 
ing only a small quantity at à time.

Stewed Beefsteak.— Have a slice an 
inch and a half thick cut from the up- 
per round of beef. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, heat two tablespoonfuls of 
butter very bot and brown the steak 
on both sides. Put in sufficient beef 
stock to cover, add a tablespoonful of 
chopped herbs or onions if you like it 
(two tablespoonfuls), and simmer an 
hour and a half. When tomatoes are 
in season add four large ones cut in 
two. Take up on a hot platter, thicken 
the gravy wth browned flour and pour 
over the meat. Nice way to cook a 
steak you suspect is pretty tough. 


THE POWERFUL’S ENGINES. 


Trial ot the Great Machinery ef England's 
Last Cruiser. 


Some interesting facts have ben no- 
ted.in the London Standard rega 
the steam trials of the big British war 
vessel Powerful. This ship and her 
sister, the Terrible, are the largest of 
the cruiser type in the worl d the 
horse power developed by the Powerful, 
which was 26,497 at the maximum, and 
25,686 as the mean of four hours, also 
far exceeded that of any other warship 
in the world, and was excelled only in 
the case of the two new Cunard liners. 

The liners are built for speed, or, 
rather, for that and carrying capacity, 
while the Powerful and Terrible allow 
much space and weight for armament 
and a heavy protective deck. They are 
not battle i yet can each throw 
17,000 pounds of shell a minute, and of 
these 5,000 can be thrown from the bow 
guns in pursuing an enemy. : 

When the Powerful ran for thirty 
consecutive hours at twenty-one knots, 
under only 18,000 horse power, she was 
found to have used about 1.83 pounds of 
coal per unit of horse power, or about 
fifteen tons, and as she can easily car- 
ry 3,000 tons, it will be seen that she 
can go a long time at twenty-one knota, 

But, after all, the Powerful’s = 
feat was that of exceeding 25,000 horse 
power under natural draught only. 

In the last four hours the power was 
never less than 25,560 indicated horse 

wer, and for the greater part of the 

ime was over 26, indicated horse 
power, the maximum being 26,197. This 
involved the running of the great — 
tons of the ship at a speed 900 feet 
per minute, while the outer edge of the 
propellers travelled nearly 4,500 feet per 
minute. The steam pressure was 257 
pounds per square inch, which is unpre- 
cedently high. In the succeeding four 
hours the power was 22,634 indicated 
horse power, and in the eighth hour the 
record was really 24,000 indicated horse 
power. No warship has ever attained 
this before, and it was under natural 
draught. 


LONDON SHOP ATTENDANTS. 


Pessens Refinement aud Courtesy in Sigh 
Degree. 

One can hardly enter a high-class 
London shop without noting not only 
the air of distinction the attendants 
possess, but their refined voices and 
manner. Referring to this one day, 
the manager of a large establishment 
said that the girls are required to have 
all these qualifications, and for the 
most part come from good families, pre- 
ferring this to the over-crowded occu- 
pations of nursery, goveruess or com- 
panion. here is ‘hardly much to 
choose from in point of freedom, for 
all the girls are obliged to live in a 
building provided by and under the sup- 
ervision of the management. These 
homes are doubtiess comfortable, but 
the rules are extremely strict. .

Mas Passed Threagh the Lungs ts full 
ef Impure Gases and Potsencus Waste 
Substances. 

What is it that everybody wants, eays 
the conundrum, everybody asks for, ev- 
erybody gives and nobody takes? And 
the answer is: Advice. But there is one 
class to whom this does not apply, and 
that is the noble army of mot bers They 
want advice, they ask for it and then 
take it gladly.

How best to care for the 
babies? These are the great questions 
and near to every true woman's heart.

SOURCES OF DANGER. 


Aside from the normal poisons that 
exist in air breathed out from the 
lungs others may go with it that are 
especially injurious to the sensitive lin- 
ing of the nose, eye and mouth, to 
what is called the mucous membrane.

| absorbed by a sleeping infant, and its

There is a very interesting article 
called “A Study im Race Psychology,” 
by Anne Tolman Smith, in the January: 
number of the Popular Science Menth- 
iy. But its interest to the relative mind 
is not s0 much in what it reveals of 
rade psychology as in the revelation it 
makes of the clumsy, unscientific and 
dangerously loose manner in which 
many persons calling themselves scien- 
_tifbe investigators generalize from in- 
sufficient data and reach conclusions as 
a cowboy or a cartman might. Mrs. 
Smith appears to furnish a typical illus- 
tration of this absurdly unscientific pre- 
tense to ecientific inquiry. 


Her problem wes to find out by in- 
tellectual capacities of “the average 
negro,“ by which the negro race is 
meant. So she experimented upon & 
single negro boy of the third-reader 
grade who happened to be in ber ser- 
vice. She tabulates results and cal- 
culates percentages with an almost 
spectacular display of scientific accur- 
- aty and method, and from the results 
she draws several very broad conclus- 
ions as to the powers and limitations 
of.the negro mind. 
The conclusions are worse than worth- 
less. The inquiry, with all its scienti- 
. fic frills, was in fact as unscientific as 
that of any old woman who tells for- 
tunes with tea leaves. The writer's 
tests were excellent as measures of the 
“ mental capacity of the single negro boy 
under observation, but who that has a 
glimmering of scientific principle would 
‘venture to judge the capacity of any: 
race from indications furnished by 2 
single individual? Suppose two in- 
vostigators were to apply sueh tests 
to the white race, end one had Wil- 
um E. Gladstone for fis subject and 
the other a lumatic. Cculd we hope 
for anything like valuable averages or 
percentages in either case? Scientific 
conclusions especially in psychology— 
are valuable exactly im proportion to 
the number of examples from which 
they are induced. From observation 
of a single individual nothing but hope- 
less misleading can come. 
The oniy true way to judge of the 
intellectual capacity of the negro race 
is to consider what the men and wom- 
‘en of thet race have done with their 
opportunities. They have been less 
than qa third of e century out of the 
thrall of slavery and ignorance. Their 
conditions have been in many ways ex- 
tremely unfavorable. , They have had 
poverty as a prime obstacle to advance- 
ment. They have had no traditions of 
culture and no inherited intellectual 
tendency. They have had few schools, 
mostly bad. The great majority of 
“them have bad to quit school for bread- 
winning work ate very early age. 


Nevertheless, they have learned—a 
large proportion of them—to read, write 
and cipher. Many of them have ac- 
4 quired interest in Literature and bist- 
ory. They have shown an astonishing 
7 daptability to circumstance. Shut out 
afrom the better mechanical employ- 
mebts as they are in the North even 
more than at the oSuth they have 
managed to make s good living for 
themselves in the comparatively few 
- employments that are open to them. 
There is surely a valuable psychological 
significance in such adaptability, accom- 
panied as it has been by a cheerful 
reoonolliation with environment. With 
„ every opportunity and even every in- 
* sitement to become lawless, they have 
learned in the main to be good citiz- 
‘eng. They are almost never mendic- 
-an(s or paupers. 


More remarkable still as an indica- 
tion of their capacity for acquisition 
and improvement is the fact that they 
dave almost entirely shed their dia- 
lect in a single generation. We know 
of no other case of so great and 80 
speedy e change in a matter so dif- 
deut“ It bas taken the New England 

‘ schools much longer to rid that regi- 
on of its errors of speech, and even 
Mr. Beecher to the day of his death 
was never able to quit saying nooze- 
paper. What progress the negro race 
is . of making in future, what 
capacities it has of complex, abstract 
thought or of scientific or artistic ach- 
ievesnent, it is much too soon to con- 
Jed ure. Its progress so far has been 
ensouraging to say the least.

| PRACTICAL FARMING. 


— — 


SMALL FRUITS ON THE FARM. 


Hundreds of articles have been writ- 
ten on the advisability of farmers rais- 
ing small fruits for their own use, but 
there is room for hundreds more of ar- 
ticles if they will in any way tend to 
bring about this desirable end, says & 
writer. Asa rule farmers live well, 
but their tables show little variety, and 
they rarely have any. of those delight- 
fully wholesome sub-acid fruits, even 
during the hot summer months, when 
such fruits are most craved. In the fall 
and winter they have apples, and 0c 
casionally there is a farm that has & 
few pear trees, but where one farmer 
has strawberries and currants and 
gooseberries there are ten that do not. 
If the children are {too small to be of 
much use on the farm they are sent 
after huckleberries and blackberries,and 
the older members of the family eat 
them with a relish that ought to be an 
inducement for them to have fruit of 
their own. But as soon as the berries 
are gone they go back apathetically to 
their diet of bread and meat and milk 
in its various combinations. I am con- 
vinced that it is not from a distaste of 
the work or expense involved that they 
neglect the small fruits so systematical- 
ly. But the farmer, perhaps more than 
any other person, is à creature of habit. 
He ee!2om complains of his own work 
but finds it almost impossible to step 
beyond certain accustomed limits. He 
will work from early morning till late 
night, day after day and year after 
year, and not feel it any special griev- 
ance, but if be is brought face to face 
with a half-hour’s work “out of his 
line,” in th ehouse or the flower gard- 
line,” in the house or the flower gard- 
en or anywhere, be will pay ten prices 
to have it done rather than do it him- 
self. “It is easy to raise strawberries 
and other small fruit,” you tell him 
and he agrees with you, but says that 
“he don’t know much about em“ and 
is too old to learn.” And thet is all 
there is to it. You may talk to him 
until the end of time and he will agree 
with you in everything, but he does 
not eet any fruit just the same. } 

have known a farmer leave his 
work and tramp all day over the fields, 
and return at night with a quart or 
two of wild strawberries that a fruit 
dealer would have rejected with scorn. 
He exhibits them triumphantly, and it 
is scarcely worth while to tell him that 
one-half his labor would have set out 
a strawberry bed that would have fur- 
nished him with fine berries every day 
for weeks. Now and then a farmer is 
induced to give them a trial, but the 
go ee . etn. be tke ines 
go beyon setting, and tha vines 
will ee choked with grass and 
weeds and be plowed ap at the end of 
a year or two, with the remark that 
they turned out just as heexpected. And 
here lies one of the great difficulties. 
To a certain extent the apple trees and 
pear trees and h trues take care of 
themselves, but the smell fruit is not 
quite so accommodating. It is ready 
to yield an abundant return, but must 
be understood and have some care. 
Perhaps the best method is to let the 
strawberries bear once and then plow 
them up. I have tried some of the me- 
thods advocated and like this best. Set 
the vines in the spring and keep them 
hoed the first year, going over them 
three or four times if necessary. It will 
not take more than half an hour to 
hoe a bed large enough to raise fifteen 
or twenty bushels. The next spring 
take some of the fresh runners and set 
a new bed, and after the old ope is 
through bearing plow it up. It is eas- 
ier than keeping the grass and weeds 
out and I am convinced gives better re- 
sults. A half-day’s work in preparing 
——— and setting plants, and another 
alf day in hoeing, and the compensa- 
tion is all the delicious strawberries 
your family can sibly eat and a gen- 
erous quantity for your neighbors, or 
to sell if you so wish. 


COLT TRAINING. 


The training of a colt cannot be be- 
gun too early, and amateur trainers 
should not be misled by the advice of 
well-meaning but mistaken people who 
tell him that early handling, petting 
and encouragement results in a badly 
spoiled horse at maturity. Of course, 
the colt cannot always be allowed to fol- 
low his own sweet will,“ but there is 
not the slightest necessity for any sev- 
erity during the whole process. Pro- 
fessor Rarey, undoubtedly the most 
skilled horseman of his day, once said 
that ſear and anger were two emo- 
tions that no good horseman should 
feel.“ 

As soon as the little stranger is old 
enough to notice surrounding objects, 
which will be in two or three days, be- 
gin to make advances to him by: hold- 
ing out your hand and speaking to him 
in a carressing tone of voice. At first 
he will be shy and turn away, but by 
degrees be will grow bolder and tim- 
idly smell at your hand. not move 
it, or eer to touch him, but speak 
encouraging * to him, and let him sat- 
isfy himself that it is harmless. Spend 
much time with him, both in the stable 
and in the field, and teach him to re- 
gard you as a friend, not as a tyrannic- 
al master. When he begins to eat, car- 
ry some little tidbit for him, such as a 
lump of sugar, a handful of oats, or 
anything he shows a preference for. 

Next commence handling him by 
gently stroking his face, neck and body, 
and smoothing down his legs. He will 
resist at first, but, if you speak sooth- 
ingly to him he! will soon. i 
like it. Now quietly raise his feet; if 
he is frightened ak kindly gto him 
and desist for the day; but try it again 
to-morrow. When you are handling his 
feet, do not force him too much for the 
first week; but afterwards selecting 
some 
hurt himself, take up one of his fore- 
feet and hold it gently but firmly. un- 
til he ceases to resist. Do not become 
irritated, but speak reassuringly to him, 
and when he submits carress fim. Soon 
he will yield, and in a few weeks you 
can handle his feet at will. 

Remember, it is not by „ severe 
lessons that a colt learns, but short, 
easy, gradual lessons continued day aft- 
er day.

NO FEAR FOR CANADA.

This Country Will Net be Visited by ine 
Babentc Plague. 
Mr. John Lowe, late Deputy Minis- 


ter of Agriculture, and now a con- to the 


sulting member of the departmental 
staff at Ottawa, expresses his opinion 
regarding the bubonic plague in India. 
The United States authorities are tak- 
ing extraordinary precautions, but Mr. 
Lowe declares that so far as Canada is 
concerned there is not the slightest 
cause for alarm.” Mr. Lowe adds: — Ex- 
perience has clearly demonstrated that 
the bubonic plague is restricted to the 
filthy districts of the cities attacked. 
This fact was most clearly noticeable 
when, in 1894-95, the disease broke out 
in Hong-Kong. In that immense city 
the plague was confined entirely to its 
dirty slums and suburbs, leaving in- 
tact the cleanly districts. To prevent 
its further spread in tne Empire, the 
Governor of Hong Kong resorted to 
desisive and drastic measures. He 
ordered three of the undleanly suburbs 
that were being ravaged by the epi- 
demic to be burned down, and the 
polluted districts thoroughly cleansed. 
In consequence the disease almost im- 
mediately disappeared, and was thor- 
oughly stamped out. It was at this 
time that British Columbia was men- 
aced by an invasion of the plague, and 
in view of the serious alarm that was 
thus aroused in Canada, I accordingly 
made a special study of every feature 
of the disease. I may mention that 
only one or two of the English nurses 
fell victims’ tu the plugue in Ho 
Kong. and in each case it was owl 
to the very exceptional way in wh 
they exposed themselves to infection. 
As in the case of the cholera epidemic, 
I believe that medical science his 
thoroughly mastered the question of 
the bubonic plague treatment. It is 
clearly a dirt disease, and something 
like the black plague of London, con- 
fined its operations to the dirty 
slums of the centres of civilization, 
leaving the cleanly parts free from at- 
tack. This conclusion has been made 
clearly apparent even in those throng- 
ed cities and densely populated dis- 
tricts of India which are only being 
attacked in the filthy sections.”
